I recently had the honor of 
hosting an Elder Abuse Task 
Force Hearing with several of 
my colleagues from the Illinois 
House to discuss the distressing 
issue of elder abuse. We heard 
from many individuals from the 
Metro East that have witnessed 
or been a victim of elder abuse. 

One of the victims was 
Margaret Ireland. Ireland lost 

$72,000 to an individual who 
befriended her and offered to 
drive her around the community 
for a modest wage. As the hear- 
ing continued, we heard that she 
was clearly not alone 

Elder abuse occurs in many 
forms-physical, mental and emo- 
tional. Too often it goes unre- 
ported because the senior 
dependent upon the abuser to 
pay bills, run errands and takes 
care of them. Many experts 
believe that only 10 percent of 
all elder abuse victims report 
the abuse 

One of the answers to solving 
this problem is education. It is 
incumbent upon us as a commu- 
nity to aggressively pursue edu- 
cation opportunities to inform 
the public, especially our senior 
citizens, about elder abuse. 

Community leaders and insti- 
tutions, such as banks and gro- 
cery stores, need to be alert to 
warning signs of elder abuse 
Families need to know that they 
should be also on the look out 
for warning signs. Seniors need 
to know that alternative care 
will be novined to them if they 
report t abuser. 

I intend to work during the 
upcoming legislature to promote 
education about the issue of 
elder abuse.

Board approves

The County Board 

| Finance Committee voted 
Tuesday to restrict carry- 
over spending to amounts 
already under contract from 
the previous year. 

The vote means some 
depart 
ments 
may have 
to do with- 
out as 
much as $207,000 in funds 
saved from the previous 
year that departments had 
requested to be carried over 
into the current year that 
began Dec. 1 

Committee members pre- 
viously discussed allowing 
about half the money 
requested to be spent, but 
voted to restrict carry-over 
spending to amounts already 


under contract. 

Under the plan, depart- 
ments are to attempt to live 
within their budgets, and if 
they run short, come to the 
Finance Committee to ask 
for money from reserves to 
finish out the year. 

The Circuit Court submit- 
ted a request to spend all of 
its $247,000 left over from the 
previous year. Only $40,000 
of that amount will be car- 
ried over, enough to make 
this year's budget equal to 
last year's budget. 

Supervisor of 
Administration James 
Monday said some of the 
previous year’s funds must 
be spent because of sales 
contracts already approved 
but not completed. The 
Sheriff's Department, for 
example, has a contract to 
buy about $97,000 worth of 
patrol cars. 


The County Board last 
month approved a $92 mil- 
lion budget for the fiscal 
year that began Dec. 1. 

The budget includes about 
$31 million for general fund 
operations and about $1 mil- 
lion for general fund capital 
projects. Much of the annual 
budget is made up of special 
tax funds that are spent out- 
side the general fund. 

The board previously 
adopted a resolution calling 
for no new programs or 
additional positions after 
Monday pointed out that a 
practice of allowing depart- 
ment heads to carry over 
unspent funds each year was 
causing the annual budget to 
grow and cutting into 
reserves 

If the full County Board 
approves the committee's 
recommendation today, that 
policy will remain intact.

Trend, floral consultar 


previews hottest colors 


A color can define an era. 
Remember Kingfisher blue 
in the 50's? Avocado green 
in the 70's? Nancy Reagan 
red in the 80's? 

"Color trends are mani- 
fested in many ways-in home 
interiors, gifts and with flo- 
ral arrangements where con- 
sumers have the freedom to 
experiment with emerging 
color trends affordably,” 
says Denise Lee, trend con- 
sultant for the Society of 
American Florists (SAF). 

Instead of one signal color 
for this era, Lee highlights 
three trends in the market- 
place shaping floral designs 
for the new millennium: 


Bold and Bright

This trend manifests itself 
in color variety, exotic 
design and brighter hues. 
Rich reds, intense violets 
and bright yellows are hot in 
floral arrangements with a 
stronger, vivid color palette. 


Today, nearly 40 reent 
of us order a soft drink with 
our meals at restaurants. In 
the 1920's, advertising for 
Coca-Cola began to proclaim 
it was "A Great Combination" 
with food. In addition to 
print advertising, local bot- 
tlers of Coca-Cola made 
available to soda fountains 
and diners many items that 
helped make that perfect 
combination. 

Since then, many of 
today’s collectibles such as 
china plates, flatware, and 
bell shaped fountain glasses 
bearing the Coca-Cola trade- 
mark were distributed to 
eateries around the world. 

Q: I have a round, china 
plate that has a bottle and 

lass of Coca-Cola, “Refresh 

ourself and three, white 
Coca-Cola trademarks in red 
boxes printed on the front 
side. Were these sold in 
stores? What is it worth? 
L.K., Paris, Tennessee. 

A: The ceramic plate you 
describe is most likely from 
the 1930's. The eight-inch 
diameter plate was manufac- 
tured by e Crockery City 
Ice & Products Company for 
a local Coca-Cola bottler. 
This was one of many plates 
used by many bottlers at the 
time to promote the sale of 
Coca-Cola with meals. 
According to Petretti's Coca- 
Cola Collectible Price Guide, 
one of these plates in mint 
condition can be worth up to 
$700. 

Q: At a garage sale, I 
came across a spoon and 
fork with the Coca-Cola logo 
embossed on the silverware 
handle. They look rather old. 
I would like some informa- 
tion about them. R.B., Edon, 
Ohio. 

A: Your spoon and fork 
were part of a complete set 
of flatware. Produced in the 
1920's, the set was part of a 
promotion run by our bot- 
tlers and the many retail 
outlets that sold Coca-Cola. 
The seven-piece place setting 
contained salad and dinner 
forks, table, tea, soup and 
dessert spoons and a butter 


“In a spring arrangement,
